Abraham 
faithful to God, even to the buildingofan 
altar to slay his son j Job faithful to God, 
in the midst of all the adversities, be- 
reavements an<l affl i e tions that came upon 
him. The three Hebrew chililren faith- 
ful to God, even in tne face of the king's 
decree, that whosoever would not worship 
the golden image in Dura should be cast 
bou mi in to the awful heat of the liery fur- 
nace, heated to seven tinies its usual in- 
tensity. Jonathan faithful in his friend- 
ship to David. Ruth in her attachment 
to her mother-in-law. Rizpah in her vig- 
ilance over the dead bodies of her chil- 
d ren. Moses in refusi ng to be called the 
son of Pharaoh's danghter, and going 
forth to ser ve his people. John in his 
fidel ity to Christ on lonely Patmos. Paul 
beforc kings and governoes, and in dun- 
geons. Most bcauliful of all, most noble, 
most inspiring, \* the example of Jesús 
Christ. No higher word of commcmla- 
tion'can be said of any onc than that he 
was faithful. No higher word of praise 
was ever spokcn of the hlesscd Son of 
God, than that he was faithful. "Faith- 
ful to him that appointed him," faithful 
in all things.

When in Gethsemenc, 
he peered into the mystery of suffering, 
while the blood-drops plashed among the 
leaves, and when he hting upon Calvary, 
bearing the world's sins, he had but to 
speak the word, and he could have been 
saved, but he was faithful and tasted 
death for every man. 


O for morè such faithfulness in the 
world to-day ! O for morè faithfulness to 
duty, morè faithfulness of man to man, 
morè faithfulness to God and the church I 
How bcautiful is the faithful life. Look 
at the faithful tcacher to whom is entrust- 
ed the children of the community. He is 
always at his post of duty. He has a high 
sense of duty. He feels the responsibil- 
ity of his work, and he bends all his en- 
ergies to that work, is never carelcss, nev- 
er negleets his duty, never sleeps at his 
post, never deserts it. Is not ihat life 
beautiful ? Take the farmer, or the clerk, 
or the business man, men of any calling, 
who can always be depended upon, al- 
ways trusted, who never break their word, 
who keep all their promises, who, if they 
contract to do a work for you, will not 
only do it, but do it right, and the world 
cannot bu.t praise the beauty ofsuch faith- 
fulness. Take it in the çhurches. A man 
confesses Christ and imites with the 
church. The church's interést becomes 
his interests. In the church's service, he 
takes his place. In the church's work, he 
does his share. You give him a work to 
do, an office to fill, a duty to perfomi and 
you need never question but that it will 
be done, no matter what it costs in effort 
and self-sacrifice. You need not urge, or 
plead, or insist. ' It is Ais church. He is 
interested in her success, and he is faithful 

he is kaithkui., that is the story of his 

life all told, and it is the highest com- 
me ndati on that can be passeu upon any 
life. 

Not only is such faithfulness beautiful 
to man, and pleasing to God, but it in- 
sti res success. The faithful life is the suc- 
cessful life in the very highest sense. 
Such faithfulness we must carry into our 
S. S. C. E. work if we would make it a 
success. We must be faithful to its inter- 
ests, its trusts, its du ties, watching for 
every opportunity lo pmmote its good. 
And dear sister or brother, this applies to 
you, whether you are an officer or only a 
member of this sicietv. If fM are faith- 
ful you are helping to insure its success ; 
if \ou arc unfaithful, no matter how hum- 
bl e you may feel yourself, no matter how 
little value you may set upon your own 
ability to help in this work, no matter how 
low an estimatc you may place upon your 
work, if you are careless, and negligent, 
and indifferent, you are hinderïng its pro- 
gress.
